For, that a Kine, bred up in /undry Camps, expoſed in 
confederate Armies, and ſucceſsful in heroick Actions, has rather been the 
civil Guardian, than the military Leader of his People, muſt be owing to 
his fatherly Concern for the national Advantage; as ſacrificing his Love of 
Fame to the Welfare of his Subjects: And, that a MinisTER, ſtudious to 
preſerve our Wealth, cautious to avoid Expences, and willing to ſave Blood- 
Shed, hath, under his MAIESTY, with his Conſent, and by his Approbation, 
maintained the general Tranquillity, muſt be the Conſciouſneſs of his upright 
Management; it being common for guilty Miniſters to involve States and 
Kingdoms in a War, thereby to divert the Publick from a due Examination 
of their illegal Proceedings. nx 
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It has, indeed, been ſaid, That our Perſons and Affairs are under a Go- 
VERNMENT, wanting Spirit to reſent and revenge any Injuries and Inſults, 
offered to and put upon Us. But this is only vain and romantick Talk, As 
the former Indignities and Abuſes of our Enemies, have not eſcaped with Ju- 
punity ; ſo We ſhall not be paſſive under our late Sufferings and Afronts, 
For, as the MERCHAN'Ts have a /ingular Right to his MAajesTY's peculiar 
Care and Protection, ſo a ſenſible Regard has been ſhewn to their unju/# De- 
predations and Uſage ; and neceſſary Means are taking, as well for their am- 
ple Redreſi, as the free Exerciſe of their trading Privileges: And if, upon 
this Account, a War ſhould become needful, his MajesTY's brave and pru- 
dent Behaviour upon former Occaſions, gives Us ſure Grounds to depend upon 
his vigorous Proſecution of it, (under the Bleſſing of God) to our future Ho- 
nour, and laſting Happineſs : And his MiNn1sTER's diſcreet and wiſe (Economy 


in his paſt ADMINISTRATION, gives Us ju/t Reaſons to confide in his faith- 
ful Application of our Treaſure to the Support thereof. 


It is much to be wiſhed, indeed, That the Meaſures of his MAjRSTv,

being ſtruck, was hoiſted on Board the Somer/et. 


; The next Morning the ADMIRAL went on Board the Somerſet, and at 
Five o Clock in the Afternoon, the Signal being made to weigh, We came 
to fail, about an Hour afterwards, in Company with the Somerſet, Lancaſter, 


Edinburgh, Ipſwich, Berwick, Ferſey, Plymouth, Canterbury, Sole-Bay Fire- 
Ship, and Rich-Charlot Tender. 


The Day following the Articles of War were read to the Ship's Company; 
whereupon our CAPTAIN,. who is a fine GENTLEMAN, and a good OpF1- 
CER, made an excellent Speech to Them; acquainting Them with the Mo- 
tives to, and the Intent of, the Expedition; at the fame Time recommending 
to Them true Courage, and deſcribing to Them its due Application, in Caſe 
of an Engagement; at the Concluſion whereof, ſuch a general Spirit of in- 
trepid Bravery, and ſuch a particular Senſe of its proper Uſe, was expreſſed 
by Them, as evidently demonſtrated a hearty Defire, and ſincere Dejign on 
their Parts, to contribute their u7mo/? Endeavours, towards the having Right 
done to the Nation: And I may venture to anſwer for Them, (nay, and 
according to a common Report, for their Brethren in the preſent SQUADRON,) 


that their Actions will not contradict their Words, if the Spaniards are de- 
termined to make the Experiment. 


; As J am obliged to take Notice, only, of Matters within my Ob/ſerva- 
tion, it is ſufficient in General to remark, That there being but  /irtle Wind, 
and hazy Weather, We did not take our Departure from the Ligarad, tall 
the Twenty Seventh of the ſame Inſtant, in the Evening; and having had 
ſome Calms in our Paſſage, did not arrive in the Bay of GIBRALTAR, till 
the Tenth of laſt Fune; wherein We came to an Anchor about E:ght Clock 
at Night. At our going into the Bay, the Fort did not, as uſual, ſalute the 
ADMIRAL; occaſioned by a Miſtake in the Officer of the Guard; and not 
any Neglect of Command from the GoveRNoR ; whoſe eminent Services in 
the Defence of GREAT BRITAIN, and the Safety of the PRoTEsTAnT 
SUCCESSION, . cannot but free Him from any Imputation of that Nature; 
efpecially, to ſo known a Friend to our HAPPY ESTABLISHMENT, . and fo 
true a Lover of our ENVIED\/CONSTITUTION, as our ADMIRAL, upon 


many. Occaſions, has ſignalized Himſelf to be. 


_ The Day following, being the AxNIVERSARVY of his MajesTy's Ac- 
CESSION to the THñRON E, the Fort, at Twelve o Clock, fired One and Twenty 
Guns; and at One o Cloch, the ADMIRAL ſpread all his Colours, and fired 
the: /ame Number of Guns; every Ship in the Squadron firing, at the ſame 
Time, Nineteen Guns each. In the Evening, the ADMIRAL went on Shore; 
and the Fort, upon his landing, faluted him with Fifteen Guns. All the 
Sp manned, as u/ual, at his Going and Return, 
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1 had the Curio/ity, with Leave from my Cr TAIxN, to go the Day fol- 
lowing, and view GIBRALTAR; towards the Security whereof, both Na- 
ture and Art ſeem ſo far to have contributed, as to render the taking 
thereof, whilſt We have a Superiority by Sea, humanly ſpeaking, impoſſible. 
And as this Place, which is our Honour and Strength Abroad, by reaſon of 
the Advantage and Defence to our Trade and Navigation, was won by our 
Arms in lawful War, aſcertained to Us as our Property, by all the Parties 
concerned in it; and ſecured to Us as our en, by the preſent King of 
Spain Himfelf, in the Treaty of Utrecht, One Thouſand, Seven Hundred, and 
Thirteen; and in That of Seville, One Thouſand, Seven Hundred, and Twenty 
Nine; and as the Nation univerſally agree, that no Sum of Money, nor any 
foreign Place can be equivalent to it; if Spain ſhould again endeavour to 
wreſt it out of our Hands, in Violation of the Solemnity and Truſt in Trea- 
ties; or if any Deſigns ſhould be formed, or any Propoſals made, whereby 
it may be baſely yielded up, or artfully betrayed into the Power of the Spa- 
niards; no One among Us can be wanting in Duty and Intereſt to fruſtrate 
the Attempt and Device. For were it once gone out of our Poſſeſſion, We 
ſhould have {till Jeſs Hopes of ſeeing Treaties obſerved; or of being more and 
more injured in our foreign Trade and Navigation, 


As We lay in the Bay till the Fifteenth Inſtant, We received the joyful 
News of the ſafe Delivery of HER ROYAL HIGHNESss, the PRINCESS 
Warts, of a Son, GeoRct Duke of CoRnwALL. At Nine Clock in 
the Morning, the Signal being made to weigh, We came to fail in Company 
with the Re of the Fleet, an Hour afterwards, the Gariſon ſaluting, and

At half an Hour paſt Four o Clock of the next Morning, the ApMIRAL 
made a Signal to ſpeak with our CAPTAIN; and having ſpoke with Him, 
ordered Him, as having the 5% ſailing Ship in the SQUADRON, to look into 
Carthagena. About Noon, Carthagena bearing N. B. E. Five or Six Miles, 
We ſaw Four Men of War in that Bay; which by the Report of a Spaniſh 
Boat that We lay too, and ſpoke with, about Half an Hour afterwards, 
were One of Seventy, Two of Sixty, and One of Thirty-Six Guns; but 
wanted, and waited there for, their Complement of Men. By the Intelli- 
ge We had from ſeveral Veſſels in our Paſſage, theſe Ships muſt have come 
ately from Cadiz, and have an Admiral with Them. 


Nothing more remarkable happening in the Courſe of our Voyage, it may 
ſuffice to inform you, That on the Twenty Sixth of the ſame Inſtant, about 
Five o Clock in the Afternoon, We anchored in the Harbour of Manon ;
